Neighborhood  Councils  are  making  history  again 
this  week.  The  City  Council  passed  Council 
Files  15-0389  and!5-0524  on  Wednesday 
allowing  Neighborhood  Councils  who  have  filed 
Community  Impact  Statements  on  Council  Files  to 
speak  separate  from  public  comment  before  the 
City  Council  and  Committees  and  elaborate  on 
their  positions,  much  like  when  City  departments 
present  their  reports  to  City  Council.  On 
Wednesday  evening,  City  Council  Rules, 

Elections,  Intergovenmental  Relations  and  Neighborhoods  Committee  co-hosted  a 
townhall  meeting  for  the  first  time  with  the  Los  Angeles  Neighborhood  Council 
Coalition  on  the  DWP  Reform  proposal  - Council  File  16-0093.  CAO  Miguel  Santana 
presented  his  joint  report  with  the  CLA  on  the  proposal.  If  your  Neighborhood  Council 
has  not  weighed  in  on  this  issue  with  a Community  Impact  Statement,  please  agendize 
it  for  your  April  and  May  meetings. 

It  was  such  a pleasure  to  attend  Mayor  Eric  Garcetti's  third 
State  of  the  City  address  last  night.  I bumped  into  Sylmar 
Neighborhood  Council  President  Ann  Job,  and  we  both 
agreed  that  Mayor  Garcetti's  address  was  very 
inspiring.  More  info  below  on  what  Mayor  Garcetti  covered. 

I'll  be  joining  the  Neighborhood  Council  Budget  Advocates 
for  their  radio  show  to  talk  about  Neighborhood  Councils 
tomorrow  night  at  8 pm  on  KRLA  890AM.
